amounts because trere is danger of 
sunstroke due to overexposure. Chil- 
dren who are able to run about may 
bfl habituated gradually to the sun- 
shine and allowed to tan without blis- 
tering. 


A coat of oil or ointment on the,.skin 


while the child is wearing its sunsuit 
during the summer, will permit it to 
tan gradually. 


Guard also against dangerous infec- 


tion of the feet, by keeping children 
from

ground that contains broken glass, 
nails and other sources of danger.

I don't like to 
call him "slow" because I have known 
brilliant adults —yes brilliant —who 
could not read aloud without halting 
and stumblinH. 


Should Not Sway Promotion 


On the other hand, I thought a boy 


in school who was a complete mental 
deviate. He is now in an institution 
for the feeble-minded, a tragedy of a 
man beyond help. Yet he could read 
glibly, could spell well, and play the 
piano, too. He had the 
faculty of 


memory, but reason was deficient. 


The ability to read well or to do it 


poorly is no proof of brain calibre as 
far as I can see, and I am convinced 
it is unfair to set so much store on it 
when it comes to reports and promot- 
ing. 


A mother asks me how she can help 


at home. 


Parents can help, but I believe the 


best results must be obtained where 
there 
are 
other 
children 
present. 


Namely, the class. The reason for this 
is that a confusion born of terrifiet 
reaction to an audience of pupils can 
best be uprooted under the same ren- 
ditions . 


I used to do this: There were, gen- 


erally speaking, about five very poor 
readers in a room of forty or fifty 
When they got up to read, I suffered 
more 
than 
they 
did. Usually they 


were children about average in other 
studies. At the beginning of the term 
I would say to the room, "Children, 
reading out loud is a peculiar thing.

He remained in the thick of things for 
6>,'i innings of that contest, and went 
the full route in the nightcap, with 
stabs of pain running down his right 
firm, which hung practially limp at 
his side. 


In his fl'/i innings of the first game, 


Gehrig manufactured three hits, in- 
cluding a home run. He knocked in 
four run, an dstole a base. He drove 
in one of the two runs the Yankees 
scored 
on Fritz Ostermueller, and 


walked twice in the afterpiece.

Lou Gehrig is to keep him well. Even 
then, he's tough enough.

"If these merchants do not already 


know (he penalty for violating the act 
and the provisions for enforcing col- 
lection of the tax, they should read 
the law before going too far in resist- 
ing it," Mr. Wiseman said. 


"Violation of any provision of the 


act. and refusal to collect the tax from 
consumers would be the most flagrant 
violation, is punishable by a fine up 
to $1,000 or a jail sentence up to one 
year, or both at the discretion of the 
court. 


"When a merchant fails to collect 


he tax from consumers, the law di- 
•ecls that the tax shall bo collected 
'rom the merchant and gives the com- 
nissioncr power , to issue a distraint 
varntnt, directing the sheriff to seize 
nd sell any real or personal property 
o satisfy the lax claim. When filed 
vith the circuit clerk this warrant bc- 
omes a judgment against any prop- 
rty that may be found belonging to 
IB delinquent taxpayer and such pro 


perty may be sold to pay the tax, in 
U*rest, penalties and costs.

sales tax under the state-line clause—the only city so classified 
in the entire state at this time.
